NOBTS  receives  largest  donation  of  Kelley  era 


NEW  OBLCANS  (BP)  -  New 
Orieans  Seminary  President 
Chuck  KeBay  announced  de¬ 
tails  of  a  $1.5  milUoa  gift  to 
NOBTS  from  an  anoMMua 
donor  and  other  adiolardtip 
gifts  for  bivnrational  and  Afri¬ 
can  American  students  daring 
the  trustee  eascutivc  commit- 
toe'a  June  aseeting. 

Kelley  told  trustees  the 
’providential  fitt'  —  the  larteat 
single  check  during  his  praai- 
dency  —  comes  at  a  critical 
time  of  need  for  the  seminaiy. 
The  doiMr  designated  the  gift 
be  used  in  four  ways. 

Ten  percent  of  the  $1.3  mil- 
Uon  gift  win  provide  tedinol- 
ogy  upoadas  m  Bunyan  Build- 
ing  arid  HardiTi  Studmt  Center 
clmsrooms.  For  only  an  ad¬

God  Dwells  Among  His  People  •  Exodus  26:30-33;  29:43-46;  40:34-38 


Many  years  ago,  my  three  year 
old  daughter  was  ujMet.  I  asked  ner, 
“What’s  the  matter?'  She  replied,  Tou 
always  tell  us  about  Jesus  and  how 
He  loves  us,  but  He  never  comes  to 
see  us!’  As  we  continue  God's  Story, 
we  come  to  Exodus  25-40,  a  section 
of  Scripture  devoted  almost  entirely 
to  the  theme  of  God's  tabernacle,  the 
visible  symbol  of  His  preseiKe  among 
His  people.  This  lesson  shows  God's 
desire  to  make  His  presence  and  glory 
known  to  His  people  and  will  help  you 
live  with  a  constant  awareitess  of  His 
presence  in  your  life. 

Follow  God's  Plan 
(Ex.  26:30-33) 

The  tabernacle  was  basically  a  large 
tent.  Yet  this  tent  was  given  spednc 
dimensions  in  otxler  to  teach  God’s, 
pmple  about  His  transcendence  and 
His  imminence.  As  their  Creator  and 
Redeemer,  God  was  transcendent 
over  His  people.  This  transcendence 
is  preserve  in  the  tabernacle's  de¬ 
sign  by  having  “the  Most  Holy  Place," 
God’s  abode,  at  the  point  most  dis¬ 
tant  from  the  entrance  of  the  tent, 
concealed  by  ■  thick  “curtain"  (ExotL 
^:3i;  NIV),  with  accessories  covered 
in  gold  (26:^),  and  accessible  only  by 
the  high  priest  once  a  year  on  the  Day 
of  Atonement  (Lev.  16).  The  rest  of  the 
tabernacle  was  called  “the  Hob  Piece" 
(Exod.  26:33)  and  vias  acoaHHile  oaky 
to  the  priests,  but  on  a  regular  bads. 


Thus,  one  did  not  just  stroll  casually  or 
unadvisedly  into  the  presence  of  God. 

However,  God  was  also  imminent, 
accessiUe  to  His  people.  The  tabenu- 
cle  was  located  in  the  middle  of  the  12 
tribes  with  three  tribes  encamped  on 
each  of  the  four  sides.  The  men  of  each 
himily  were  expected  to  briiu  animaU 
to  the  entrance  of  the  tabernacle’s 
courtyard  and  give  them  to  the  priests 
for  sac¬ 
rifices.

the  people's  sinfulness  was  bridged 
by  God’s  provision  of  the  tabemMe 
and  attendant  sacrificial  system.  By 
foUowing  God’s  plan,  the  people  were 
enabled  to  experience  God’s  presence 
in  their  midst. 

Encounter  God's  Presence 
(Ex.  29:43-46) 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  tab- 
enucle  was  to  unite  God  with  His 
people,  to  be  a  daily  reminder  of  His 
beMAoaat  prsaspca  in  tbair  midst. 
God  promised  to  meet  Moses  at  the 


entrance  to  the  tent  (29:42)  and  also 
the  Israelites  (29:43).  He  promised 
to  “dwell  among  the  Israelites  and  be 
their  God"  (29:45).  In  foct,  God  indi¬ 
cated  He  had  ddvered  the  Israelites 
from  Epirtian  bondage  so  that  He 
“might  dnm  among  them"  (29:46b). 

Yet,  how  does  a  holy  God  d^ll  with 
sinfiil  people?  The  answer  to  this  im¬ 
portant  question  has  both  a  human 
and  a 
divine 
aspect.

God  is  the  exact  opposite  of  sinning 

r'nst  Him.  However,  obedience 
le  cannot  qualify  people  to  stand  in 
God’s  presence.  God  nas  to  sanctify  or 
consecrate  them,  meaning  “to  set  them 
apart  in  a  way  acceptable  to  GocL"  The 
Hebrew  verb  qadaish  rendered  “con¬ 
secrated"  in  29:43,  and  “ccnsecrate" 
in  29:44,  refeiied  to  God’s  action  of 
making  the  tabernacle,  Aaroa  the  hi^ 
priest,  and  his  sons,  accentaole  to  Him 
m  terms  of  hotioeas.  Inosed,  the  vtsrb 
qadaah  can  mean  “to  mates  holy." 

Both  the  human  aapaetelebaiiianee 
and  the  divine  aspect  of  cansecratioD 


were  necessary  to  accomplish  the  pri¬ 
mary  purpose  of  uniting  God  with  His 
pet^.  He  promised  to^meet  with  the 
IsrMites."  The  Hebrew  verb  rendered 
“meet"  referred  to  God’s  promise  “to 
appev  to,  to  gather  with,  or  to  keep  an 
apjwintment  with"  His  people. 

Acknowledge  God's  Gloiy 
(Ex.  4(h34-38) 

Having  received  all  detailed  in¬ 
structions  for  building  the  tabernacle 
(Exod.  25-31),  Moses  and  the  people 
constructed  the  tabernacle  just  as 
God  prescribed  (Exod.  35-40).  The  fi¬ 
nal  ni«  verses  of  Exodus  are  devoted 
to  God’s  spectacular  response  to  their 
obedience  and  faith.  We  are  told  of 
“the  cloud’  that  covered  the  Tent  of 
Meeting’  (40:34.3^,37J8)-  This 
cloud  was  a  visible  pillar  of  smoke  that 
connected  heaven  and  earth,  a  pil¬ 
lar  that  could  easily  be  seen  Ify  all  the 
people  all  the  time.  At  night,  the  i^ud 
was  filled  with  fire  so  the  people  could 
see  it  even  in  the  darkness.  Tbe  cloud 
would  lift  up  from  the  tabernade  when 
God  wanted  His  people  to  travel  and 
it  would  remain  upon  the  tabernacle 
when  He  wanted  them  to  stay  put.  The 
cloud  represented  God’s  glory  among 
His  people,  a  presence  tn^  could  not 
ignore.

What  Do  I  Do  Now? •Job  31:5-6, 9-10, 13-17, 24-30, 33-34 


Job  appears  to  be  talking  to  him¬ 
self  about  the  golden  period  of  his  Ufe 
when  his  agricultural  business  was 
proniering  and  his  family  was  large 
and  happy  and  flourishing.  It  looks  as 
if  he  is  tfyiiu  to  figure  out  what  has 
^ppenedtohim.  In  remembering  the 
“months  gone  by,"  his  self-description 
is  not  onuke  God’s  description  of  him 
in  the  early  chapters  of  Job.  He  is 
longing  for  the  time  when  God’s  inti¬ 
mate  friendship  had  blemed  his  house 
and  his  family  was  close  around  him. 
He  was  in  his  prime— men  respected 
him  and  soiumt  his  godly  counsel, 
thw  spoke  well  of  him  and  commend¬ 
ed  him  for  his  benevolent  work  in  the 
city.  He  chose  the  way  for  the  people 
and  sat  m  their  chief— dwelt  as  a  kmg 
among  his  troops.  Job  had  been  great 
in  the  eyes  of  the  men  who  knew  him 
and  woriced  with  him. 

One  who  is  highly  successful  may 
be  greaL  but  not  forme  reason  of  be¬ 
ing  successful.  A  man  of  wealth  may 
be  neat,  but  not  simply  because  he  is 
wealthy,  as  observed  in  the  experience 
of  tbe  rich  young  man  who  came  to 
Jesus  seeking  greatness.  A  person  in 
high  position  may  be  great;  however, 
position  never  makes  a  man,  but  the 
man  the  position.  The  disciples  de¬ 
sired  to  be  great  which  they  learned 
came  from  being  servants.  Greatness 


is  a  matter  of  character  as  demon¬ 
strated  by  tbe  life  of  Job. 

Job’s  deacriptkm  of  his  moral  ac¬ 
tions  and  his  relationships  with  other 
people  may  serve  as  a  good  model  for  a 
code  of  ethics  today  (29:7-25).  Notice 
the  stroi^  bitter  langu^  Job  uses 
to  describe  the  mistreatment  be  re¬ 
ceived  from  his  friends  and  neighbors 
and  God’s  perceived  abandonment  in 
these  criti¬ 
cal  circum-  — 

stances.

D.  Duncan 
and  their 
sons  de¬ 
ride  him  in 
their  son|s 

and  childiah  chants.  Rejected,  Job  a 
very  human  man  looks  to  heaven  one 
more  time  and  accuses  God  of  turn¬ 
ing  away  from  him,  of  depriving  him 
of  His  prince.  Job  was  not  seeking 


so  long. 

Job  made  a  covenant  with  God  by 
swearing  in  God’s  name  that  he  h^ 
lived  up  to  flis  moral  standards.  To 


emphasise  his  innocence  of  any  de¬ 
ceit,  Job  states  that  he  hi  willing  to  be 
weigM  on  God’s  homut  scales.  He 
continues  issuing  an  that  if  he 
has  been  deceitful  and  not  been  hon¬ 
est,  truthful,  and  foitiifiil  in  his  mar- 
riiM,  then  his  wife  should  leave  him 
and  hia  house  and  marry  another  man 
and  care  for  him  as  his  wife. 

In  testimony  of  otlter  r^tionships, 
he  clidms 
to  have 
treated 
his  ser- 
v  a  n  t  s 
fairly  as 
God’s 
creations 
because 
He  made 
all  people 
tbe  same. 
He  understands  having  to  answer  to 
God  for  his  actions  toward  others,  ai^ 
whether  he  has  shared  what  Gm  has 
given  him  with  those  lem  fortunate, 
all  precious  creations  in  His  sight.  In 
Job’s  day,  with  so  many  cruel  masters, 
the  demeaning  of  servants  was  com¬ 
mon  practice.  But  Job  recognised 
that  demeaning  servants,  like  any  oth¬ 
er  evil  deeds  done,  would  have  to  be 
accounted  for  in  the  presence  of  (fod. 

Job  acknowledges  that  being 


wealthy  is  not  sinful,  but  to  put  trust 
in  that  wealth,  in  one’s  own  ability, 
or  in  other  gods  would  be  idolatry. 
He  confesses  that  if  he  looks  into  the 
heavens  and  regards  any  erf  the  radi¬ 
ance  and  splendor  of  the  creation 
seen  there  as  wortlnr  of  worship,  he 
would  have  been  unfaithful  to  (fod  on 
high.  But,  his  behavior  continued  to 
be  rooted  in  his  feith  in  God  as  ours 
should  be  today  as  well. 

Job  hastens  to  be  clear  in  that  he 
has  not  r^iced  or  gloated  when 
misfortune  has  come  to  any  of  his 
enemies.  This  sin  has  to  do  with 
delighting  in  the  destruction  of  en¬ 
emies— people  who  oppose  or  harm 
or  persecute  those  who  serve  God.  He 
has  imt  sinned  by  wishing  a  curse  on 
the  life  of  one  of  nis  enemies,  but  has 
offered  compassioh  to  an)rone  who 
is  aufferiiu.  Job  explains  that  if  he 
mms  guilty  because  he  has  with¬ 
drawn  from  sod^  seemingly  to  con- 
ced  sin  in  his  life  as  some  men  do, 
it  is  not  so.  He  is  Irving  as  a  recluse, 
keeping  silent,  because  be  dreads  the 
judg^ntal  hostility  and  abuse  he  has 
received  publicly  from  his  friends  and 
others  who  have  already  passed  iuda- 
ment  on  him.

God  Establishes  A  Kingdom  for  His  People  •  2  Samuel  7:8-17,22-24 


God’s  Story  is  all  about  His  desirr 
to  restore  sinners  to  fellowship  with 
Him.  To  do  this,  He  chose  a  poaple  to 
carry  out  His  redemptive  initiatives. 
Th^  people  had  to  adapt  their  lives 
to  His  way.  Our  last  two  lessons  have 
focused  on  God’s  instmctioiis  on  bow 
His  people  should  live  (June  23)  and 
on  His  desire  to  dwell  amon^  them 
(June  30).  This  week  we  examine  the 
covenant  God  established  vrith  David. 
As  God  had  established  the  Israelites 
as  a  nation.  He  would  also  estaMish 
them  under  an  eterrud  kingdom.  He 
desires  ail  OMple  everywhere  to  be  a 
part  of  His  kingdom. 

The  Nation  Established 
(2  Sam.  7:8-11  a) 

God’s  providence  was  evident  in 
David’s  ascendancy  to  Israel’s  throne. 
God  took  David  “from  the  pasture  and 
from  following  the  flock  to  be  ruler* 
over  His  people  (2  Sam.  7:8b;  NIV). 
Additionally,  God  made  His  pres¬ 
ence  known  throughout  David’s  life 
1^  going  with  him  wherever  he  went 
(7:9a)  and  by  cutting  off  all  his  en¬ 
emies  (7;9b).'  However,  God  had  big¬ 
ger  plans  for  David.  He  intended  to 
make  his  name  great  so  that  David’s 
name  would  be  “Tike  the  names  of  the 
|reatest  men  of  the  earth'  (7:9c).  God 
mnded  to  make  David  the  greatest 
Uiw  to  sit  on  Israel’s  throne. 

God’s  plans  for  David  were  rart  of 
His  larger  plans  for  His  people.  People 


with 


need  a  place  to  live.  God  chose  the  land 
of  Canaan,  a  narrow  strand  between 
the  Mediterranean  Sea  and  the  Jor¬ 
dan  River,  in  which  His  people  would 
dwell.  This  narrow  strand  served  as  a 
land  bridge  in  the  midst  of  the  great 
civilizationa  of  the  world:  Egypt,  As¬ 
syria,  Babylon,  Persia,  Greece,  and 
later  Rome,  llie  conquest,  begun 
under  Joshua,  was  completed  under 
David, 
whom 
God  used 
to  estab¬ 
lish  the 
Hebrew 
nation 
securely 
in  the 
land.  In 
so  do¬ 
ing  God 
fulfilled 

His  promise  to  David  to  ‘plant  them 
so  that  they  can  have  a  home  of  their 
own  and  no  longer  be  disturbed* 
(2:10a).  The  promise  to  give  rest  to 
David  and  to  Israel  from  all  enemies 
(7:11b)  would  mean  “wicked  people* 
would  not  oppress  them  anymore 
(7:iob-iia). 

The  Kingdom  Established

(7;  12b).  David’s  immediate  successor, 
^lomon,  would  be  entrusted  with

(7:14).  However,  God  promised  not  to 
remove  His  love  from  Solomon  as  He 
had  done  when  Saul  disobeyed  (7:iS). 
The  term  “love*  renders  the  Hebrew 
word  chesed,  one  of  the  most  theo¬ 
logically  rich  words  in  the  entire  Bi¬ 
ble.  Chesed  refers  to  God’s  covenant 
faithfulness  and  loving  kindness. 
With  the  immediate  future  laid  out 
for  him,  David  no  doubt  was  pleased 
to  hear  the  Lord  say,  “Your  house  and 
your  kingdom  will  endure  forever 
before  me;  your  throne  vrill  be  estab- 
Itehed  former*  (7:16). 


Am  I  on  the  Right  Path?  •  Job  33: 13-22, ‘  36: 8-12 


At  this  point  in  the  book  of  Job, 
there  is  a  break  in  the  continuity  of 
the  writing  giving  some  commentators 
and  writers  reason  to  think  that  chap- 
tera  32-37  may  not  have  been  written 
at  the  same  time  or  by  the  same  poet 
as  the  greater  part.  Some  of  the  crite¬ 
ria  for  this  follow.  Elihu  is  not  men- 
tioDsd  in  the  prologue  or  the  epilogue. 
God  rebukes  only  the  three  men,  not 
acknowledging  a  fourth.  Elihu  speaks 

in  a  lower  order  of  poedv  and  a  higher 

order  of  Aeology  tnan  the  others,  md 
Job  does  not  make  a  response  to  him. 
Some  of  Elihu’s  speech«  are  quoted 
verbatim  from  Job’s  words  as  thouu 
he  had  read  them  rather  than  heard 

them.  And  most  telling  is  that  the  lan¬ 
guage  reftects  a  later  stage  of  Hebrew 
than  the  rest  of  the  text.  Howewr, 
this  information  does  not  make  this 
section  any  less  a  part  of  <3od’s  Holy 
Word.

The  Purpose  Estebiished 
(2  Sam.  7:22-24) 

David  was  overwhelmed  by  God’s 
promises.  He  expressed  his  gratitude 
oy  acknowledging  God’s  greatness 
and  His  uniqueness,  “How  great  you 
are,  O  Sovereign  Lord!  There  is  no 
one  like  you,  and  there  is  no  God  but 
you*  (7:22). 

Dai^  also  acknowledged  the 
uniqueness  of  God’s  people.  These 
people  were  chosen  by  Gm.  He  re¬ 
deemed  them  “to  make  a  name  for 
Himself*  and  “to  perform  ^reat  and 
awesome  wonders*  by  giving  them 
victories  over  other  nations  and  their 
gods  (7:23).  The  one  true  God  was  to 
be  represented  by  one  true  people. 
'The  eternal  hope  was  those  who  not 
numbered  with  God’s  people  would 
turn  to  Him  based  on  the  evangelis¬ 
tic  work  of  His  people.  They  were  to 
reflect  God’s  holiness  and  serve  as 
priests  bringing  alienated  people  to 
Him. 

God  is  the  same  today.  He  desires 
His  people  to  be  a  “royal  priesthood* 
and  a  “holy  nation*  (i  Peter  2:9).  His 
people  are  part  of  Christ’s  eternal 
kingdom  and  are  to  be  witnesses  to 
others  about  Him.  Accepting  Jesus 
can  help  you  make  plans  for  your  life 
based  on  God’s  greater  purposes.

The  retiemptive  nature  of  God  s  dis¬ 
cipline  comes  in  many  different  ways, 
including  pain,  for  the  purpose  of 
turning  people  from  their  destructive 
patterns  of  thought  and  behavior.  We 
must  turn  to  God  in  adversity  and  be 
open  to  the  ways  He  may  be  using  that 
adversity  to  give  us  guidance  about  our 
hves. 

Elihu  continues  lecturing  Job  tell¬ 
ing  him  that  God  works  automatically 
without  involving  people  in  what  he 
doM  and  without  responding  to  what 
they  do.  He  was  expressing  the  same 
flawed  concept  heW  by  Job’s  three 
friends  when  he  claimed  that  God 
uJies  note  of  men  who  are  bound  by 
cords  of  affiiction  and  tells  them  their 
sins  affirming  that  if  they  will  repent, 
obey,  and  serve  Him,  th^  will  spend 
the  rest  of  their  da^  in  prosperity 
and  contentment.  If  they  do  not  lis¬ 
ten,  they  will  perish  by  the  sword  and 
die  without  knowledge.  This  view  has 
some  truth  in  it,  but  fails  to  allow  for 
exceptions  and  for  the  impact  of  Sa¬ 
tanic  evil  in  the  world.  God  does  bless 
those  who  repent  and  obediently  serve 
Him,  but  he  does  not  promise  health, 
wealth,  and  prosperity.
